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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed towards a method and apparatus which reads a fingerprint image. 
The closest prior art found was Nakamura et al., US 2002/0085109 A1 . The prior art 
teaches a system for using a photosensor array to extract maximum and minimum 
values and a difference value of the brightest and darkest pixel for a fingerprint image, 
however fails to teach: 

"a normalized data average calculating unit which calculates averages, 
corresponding respectively to the image pickup elements, of the normalized data 
generated by the normalized data generating unit from the fingerprint image data 
read by the respective image pickup elements." Extracting and using this 
information for pixel correction corresponding to the image pickup element which 
read the pixel.
